SBC6 it <l6uacttt) by The KING'S Most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, THAT from and after the first day of 

2 August next, every Poll which shall be demanded at any Election From August 
for a Member or Members to serve in Parliament for any County, eTeiyPoUmust 
City, Borough or other Place in Ireland, shall commence on the 

day upon which the same shall be demanded, or upon the next Dayafteritis 

dav at farthest (unless it shall happen to be a Sunday, Christmas Day unless it be 

or Good Friday, and then on the day next after) and shall be duly

Provided always, and be it hereby Enacted, That in case it shall 
be certified by Three credible Persons on Oath to such Returnino- 
Officer or Officers, on such Fortieth or on such Thirtieth day, as the 4 
case may be, that Electors still remain unpolled, who, to the best 
of their knowledge or belief, have used due diligence and ex- 
ertion to poll during the former part of such. Elections, and who 
remain unpolled only on account of want of time or opportunity to 
poU, m such case it shall and may be lawful for such Returniug 
thcer or Officers, and he or they is and are hereby required to 
make a Special Return of the Facts, as the case may be, stating the 
number of Electors polled, distinguishing for what Candidates, and 
annexing thereto the Affidavit of such Three Persons ; and to pro- 
ceed m taking the Poll with due diligence, until all the Electors who 
shall there present themselves shall be polled. 



. And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That it shall 
and may be lawful for the Returning Officer or Officers, and he or 
they are hereby required on any day after the Fourth day of Polling 
to close finally any Booth, in which no more than Twenty ElectoS 
have polled, or have been referred for decision to the Booth of such 
Keturning Officer or Officers during that day. 

AND whereas it is expedient to afford full time before the Return 
of the Writ, for the polling of Freeholders at the Election of a Knight 
or Knights to serve in Parliament for any Comity in Irdani- BE it 
Enacted, That immediately after the receipt of the Writ for making 
any such Election, it shall and may be lawful for the Sheriff of such 
County and he is hereby required, to indorse on the back thereof the 
date of receiving the same, and within Two days after the receipt 
thereof, to cause Proclamation to be made at the place where tlie 
ensuing Election ought by Law to be holden ; and to cause to be 
affixed on the Door of the Comity Court House, public Notice thereof 
signed by himself, of a Special County Court to be there holden, for 
thepurpose of such Election only, on any day, Sunday excepted, not 
hter froin the day of making such Proclamation and affixing such 
Notice, than the Sixteenth day, nor sooner than the Tenth day. 

^ And be it Enacted, That whenever in any one Barony or Half 
Barony of any County in Inland, the number of Freeholders regis- 
tered withm Eight years previous to the Test of the Writ for holding 
such Election, and exceeding Twelve calendar months previous to I 
he Test of such Writ, shall exceed Two Thousand, it shall and may be 
lawful for the Shenff, and he is hereby required, on receiving written 

Notice 
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Notice thereof from any Candidate, to divide alphabetically, as Thousand 
equally as can be (but so as not in any case to divide the names be- ptifinoM' 
ginning vrith the same letter,) all the Names of the Freeholders so 
registered in such Barony or Half Barony, so that it shall not be ne- 
cessary for more than Two Thousand to poll in any Booth, and to 
erect as many more Booths, or hire as many more Buildings, as may 
be necessary for this purpose, and to appoint as many additional 
Deputies or other Officers as shall be necessary to take the Poll at 
such additional Booths or Buildings, not exceeding one Deputy and 

4 one Poll Clerk to each such Booth or Building ; and the expense 

9 of every such additional Booth or Building, and the Wages of every 
such additional Deputy or Officer, at the same rate as other Booths 
or Buildings, and as other Deputies or Officers, shall be paid to the 
Sheriff by all Candidates jointly on demand. 

AND whereas it is expedient that any reference made to the Sheriff, 
should not intemipt the Poll, BE it further Enacted, by the Autho- 
rity aforesaid, That it shall and may be lawful for the Sheriff of any 
County in Ireland, and he is hereby required to erect a Booth or

“ persuasion, to testify their Allegiance to Him and also another 
Act, passed in the thirty-third year of His present Majesty^s reign, 
intituled, “ An Act for the Relief of His Majesty’s Popish or Roman 
“ Catholic Subjects in Ireland:” And whereas there are other 
Oaths, besides those enumerated in said Act, which Voters at 
Elections of Members to serve in Parliament may be by Law required

^ delay and inconvenience, and the delay and inconvenience intended 

by the said Act to have been remedied are thereby only in part justices te

or Elector, by every Person offering to vote at any Election, as before 
the passing of this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Person, so appointed 
as aforesaid, shall immediately after such Appointment, and before 
he shall take upon him to act under such Appointment, take the 
following Oath, in place of the Oath required by the said recited Act 
(that is to say j) 

“ I, A. B. do swear, That I will faithfully and impartially 
“ administer the Oaths, and take the Affirmations now

“ tions for Members to serve in Parliament (except the 
“ Bribery Oath or Affirmation) to and from such Persons

Which Oath, to be taken by the several Persons respectively so to be 
appointed, the Returning Officer or Officers, or any of them, is and 
are hereby authorized and required to administer: And every Clerk 
of the Peace or his Deputy, so appointed for the purposes aforesaid, 
shall, at the same time, take the following Oath, in place of the Oath 
required by the said recited Act (that is to say j) 

“ I, A. B. do swear. That I will, on being thereunto requested, 

” fairly and truly give, without Fee or Reward, to every such 

“ Person, or any of them, who shall take such Oaths or make 17

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforesaid, That after jg 
the Persons so appointed shall have taken such Oath so required to 
be taken by them respectively as aforesaid, any Person or Persons 
claiming to vote at any such Election as aforesaid^ may, at any time 
before he or they shall give his or their Vote or Votes at such

shall contain the Name, Addition, and Place of Abode, of the 
Person to whom the same shall be so given; and in case of Persons 
taking the said Oath, shall be in the terms following (that is to say;)

power of voting at Elections for Members of Parliament, although 
they should not reside thereon, nor occupy such Freeholds by tilling 
or grazing, to the amount of Forty Shillings yearly value thereof; 
BE it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for Persons having 
Freeholds under Twenty Pounds yearly value, not consisting of a 
Rent-charge, and liable only to Crown or Quit Rents, to register the 
same in like manner as is provided for Persons having Freeholds 
of the yearly value of Twenty Pounds, in an Act of the Thirty-seventh 
year of His present Majesty, hereinbefore in part recited : And be
